Coronation Day Greet Visitors 


Boulogne, July 19. 


Their Majesties the King and Queen entrained for Paris at 1.10 p.m. 
standing at the window of their sumptuous drawing-room coach and waving 
and smiling at the cheering crowd. 


M. Georges Bonnet, the French Foreign Minister, left here by 


a fast rail car five minutes previously, in order to arrive in Paris 
time to greet the King and Queen at the Quai d’Orsay. 

Although the Royal train was not due to arrive at Paris much 

Ove 5.p.m., crowds were already massing in the early hours of the 

morning, crowding the flower-embowered route from the Bois de 


Boulogne Station to the Quai d’Orsay. 


Loud speakers in’ the Champs Elysees entertained the waiting 


multitude with operatic airs. 


Although the day was not a public holiday many 
shops closed in the afternoon, enabling the employees to 
obtain early places along the route. 

By 3 p.m. crowds estimated at 60,000 had already 
gathered along the streets to witness the State drive to 
Elysee Palace, cheering the mounted detachments of 

. Spahis as they rode by in red tunics, white cloaks and 


blue breeches.—Reuter. 
_ Ceremonial Presentations 


Paris, Juty 19. 

Their Majesties arrived ut the Boils 
de Boulogne Railway Station at 4.50 

"p.m, as a salute of 101 guns was fired 
from Mont Valerian fortress. 

The station was decorated with im- 
pressive splendour und taste. In the 
centre of the arrival platform a space 
fifty yards across was curtalned off 
as & dals of honour, with crimson 
draperies sweeping from the roof. 

Two companies of Marines present- 
ed arms and the band played the 
British National Anthem and the 
MarseiMaise as President Lebrun 
stepped forward to grect the King 
with “a handshake and Madame 
Lebrun welcomed the Queen. 

A gencral presentation of Cabinet 
Ministers and other notabllities 
followed, the engine driver of the 
Royal train’ belng inciuddd. 

President Lebrun then offered the 
Queen his arm, the King offered his 
to Madame Lebrun and the procession 
moved to the specially erected 50-foot 
high. reception hall outside the station, 
decorated with white, red and gold, 

., hung‘ with priceless tapestrics, and 
redolent with banks of flowers, where 
further presentatlons took place. 

Their Majesties then descended to 
‘waiting: motor cars.

Unable To Fly His 
Plane From Eire 


Washington, July 19. 

Douglos Corrigan,. 33-year-old 
Trish-American who claims to have 
Nown the Atlantle by mistake, has 
been deprived of the licence for his 
plane by the Air Commerce Bureau 
here. : 

This move prevents Corrigan 
leaving Dublin by air in his own 
machine.—Reuter Bulletin, : 

Corrigan landed in Elre yesterday 
after a 28-hour crossing of the 
Atlantic, but declared ho had Intended 
to fly from New York: to Los Angeles, 
non-stop, and owing to fnllure of his 
very few instruments {ook an easterly 
instead of a westerly course. 

His plane has been described as 
being held together with wire and his 
de-icer equipment was a long rod.

His lordship ‘recalled a case in which Mr. Justice 


Charles had disagreed with

£3650 to one of two children injured in a perambulator, 
and gave £1,000 in respect of a.child who, was killed. Mr. 
Justice Charles said he thought the damages were exces- 


sive. 


“Another court,” said Mr. Jus- 
tice Langton, “awarded a man 
of 70 £1,000, taking into account 
the added zest imparted to life 
by the fact that he played golf. 
He had not even been killed.

The two countries were inspired 
by the same ideals, had the same 
attachment to democratic princlples 
and the same belief in the benefits 
of individual liberty. 

“We are proud of this political 
faith which wo share with other 
great natlons, but we fully realise 
that {ft carries with It heavy 
responsibilities, and in the period In 
which we live, it demands from us 
all, to a high degree, noble qualitics 
of courage, wisdom and determina- 
tion,” His Majesty sald, 

His Majesty emphasised that Anglo- 
French friendship was net directed 
against other Powers, On the 
contrary, their Governments ardent- 
ly desired to find, by means of. 
international agreements, a solution 
of the political problems threatening 
the peace of the world, and the 
economic difficulties that were 
restricting human well-being. 

The actlons of their Governments 
were thus directed towards the 
common goal of assurlng happiness 
to the peoples of the world by means 
of truce co-operation. 

His Majesty concluded by saying 
that he was deeply touched by M. 
Lebrun’s wishes for the greatness 
and prosperity of Great Britain and 
the overseas Dominions, and toasted 
fhe honour and glory of France.— 
Reuter,

Transferred To Ceylon 

Apart from the: long con- 
troversy over the form of oath 
to be a administered to Chinese 
witnesses, there was much evid-. 
ence to show that the Supremo 
Court was not functioning as 
well as it had been | originally 
hoped, and the Attorney-General 
was widely blamed by his con- 
temporaries on account of what 
was alleged to be glaring - in- 
efficiency. Indeed, whether this 
indictment is entirely true or 
not cannot be said, but at least, 
as was remarked, at the time, 
“there were two Police Magis- 
trates and an Attorney-Gencral, 
all well paid and certainly not 
over-worked, and yet, Session 
after Session, cases were set 
down for trial which, even with- 
out the handling of prisoners’ 
counsel, fell to picces by their 
own inherent weakness, and 
through some legal flaw, which 
it was said an attorney’s appren- 
tice at Home would be ashamed | 
to have overlooked.” 


Consequently, in view of this 
state of affairs, when the news 
of the appointment of Mr. Ster- 
ling to a Puisne Judgeship in 
Ceylon was received in the 
Colony in late October 1855, few, 
if any, of the community show- 
ed signs of regret. In fact, the 
local opinion of him was that he 
was tolerated but not liked, nor 
“generally esteemed for forensic 
powers.” The press announce- 
ment of the day was succinct in 
its summary: “Both the learn- 
ed gentleman and the community 
were congratulated on his re- 
moval to a newer and richer field 
of inaction, and as for the Ceylon 
folks, in the words of Burns— 


‘We wish them luck o’ the prize 
man.'” 


The Hon. Mr. Sterling spent 
some eight years in his new 
post, when he retired on a pen- 
sion. Died at Southsea, Hamp- 


shire, August 28, 1879, aged 75 
years.

PRESENT WORLD. 


RUNNING 
Thinks Many 


RECORDS 


Performances 


Can Still Be Bettered 


Paavo Nurmi in an interview with the Norwegian “Sports. 
manden” and other Finnish and Norwegian newspapers set'forth his 


views on the prospects for the records 


for various running dis- 


tances, on the occasion of the shortly-to-clos¢ Nosthesn Light Ath- 


letic season. 


It ois Mr. Nurml's expressed 
opinion that the world records for 
the complete distunces of 800 tu 16,- 
000 metres In the next few years 
will be well bettered. “I would 
like to believe this,” says the king 
of the runners, “that Henry Jonsson 
(Sweden), at the moment the best 
in the world for the popular dis- 
tances of 3,000 and 5,000 metres, 
wlll accomplish the lastnamed dis- 
tance (5,000 m.) in the ttme of 
14,10." 

In so far as the 800 m. distance is 
concerned, Nurmi does not wish to 
be taken us asbolute authority, but 
“according to my clear convictlon, 
the world record for this distance ta 
the weakest in the tables. Cunning- 
ham’s 1.49.7 does not belong to the 
best running performances, and 1 
also de not consider Woodruff's un 
recognised 1.47.8 as a highest posst- 
ble score.” 


WRONG TACTICS 


According to Nurmi the world’s 

record must lie below 1.45 in order 
to be of true class, “and when some 
day a runner will come—and !t will 
not tale so very Jong—-who can run 
this distance with full tactics (I take 
this to mean proper form) theh the 
record will slide down to 142, Te- 
day they run the 800 m. distance in 
a crazy fashion, with the sccond 400 
m. being run 3 to 5 seconds slower 
than the first. There should be, 
however, at the most, a difference of 
not more than one-half a second be- 
tween the first and second rounds 
—-a runner who can hold out and 
who is swift need not find that it 
brings any diMculties to do this—to 
run two 400 distances one after the 
other in 51 to 52 seconds. 
: “Also the record set by Jack Love- 
lock for the 1,500 m, at 3.47.8 does 
not incur any too great respect on 
my part,” the great Finn goes on to 
say. “When the time will be 
lowered to 3.43 then we will stand at 
the threshold of the peak of man’s 
endurnnce for the distance, I be- 
Neve that San Romani is good for 
such a result, and also: Cunningham 
his prospects of bettering his time. 
The same naturally {s true for Love- 
lock, in the event that he wishes to 
start again. 

“Unfortunately I have not seen the 
Englishman Wocderson,” says Nur- 
mi, “and therefore Iam not in a 
position to spealc of his qualifications 
with any authority. His records for 
the middle distances seem to be,

express meaning ts also in this case, 

that the present tactics (form or 

method of running) arg not correct. 
PEAK NOT REACHED 

“Between the first and second 
halves of the distance there should 
be a maximum difference of one to 
two seconds. To-day the starting 
speed is far too great.” 

True the world records for the 
3,000 metre distance have been bet- 
tered again and again in the past few 
years, but Mr, Nurmi fs of -the 
opinion that the peak has not been 
reached, and that the Finn Gunner 
Hockert will not enjoy his record of 
8.14.8 as world’s best véry long. 
This record must be lowered by 8 
seconds, In other words, two 1,500 m. 
runs.—one following the other ina 
Period of four minutes. When one 
considers how the speed among the 
runners for the longer distances has 
unfolded itself more and more, we 
must conclude that two such dis- 
tances of 1,500 metres are not an im- 
Possibility for a strong and speedy 
young man, 

According to Nurml’s opinion, con 
sidered os on individual, Henry 


- Jonsson (Sweden) Is the best in the 


world, but this does not mean that 
In a race with all the stars on the 
starting line that he will be the 
winner, He still lacks form. But 
this is a thing that will remedy it- 
self with time, and he is without a 
doubt the mon to bring about a 
really peak record for the 3,000 m, 
distance, ‘‘When I say,” prophesies 
Nurmi further, “that Johsson or 
another could reduce Lehtinen's 
world record for 5,000 metres in the 
time of 14.17 to the time of 14.00 and 
that Salminen can reduce his time 
of 30.05.6 for the 10,000 metres to 
29.20, these are not just big words.

of this country, takes The Economy 
of Britain: A History, by H. M.

Developments of a thousand years 
are traced in ttle over three hundred 
pages, 0 tusk which must have raised 
in an acute form the famjlar problem 
of what to put in and what to leave 
out, yet the authors emerge from the 
ditemmna with high credit, 

Their book is rich in information, 
but the, setting out of what men have 
done has never been permitted to run 
to so much detail as to Ienve no room 
for telling why they did it and what. 
were the consequences. 

So you are Icft with a mental 
groundwork in the subject which the 
heaping up of ten times os many facta, 
at the snerifice of interpretation, would 
not have given you. 

In n volumo covering such a wide 
Neld, you should not carp unduly at a 
few crrors. But it js somewhnt 
startling to find Keir Hardie turning 
up as a leader of the London’ dock 
strike Of 1889, 

It ts also incorrect to describe hours 
as belng “legally Axed” in Trade 
Board industrics. What the Trmdo 
Boards do is to prescribe n point 
beyond which an overlime rate must 
be paid, a quite different thing from 
“ fixing” hours, 

And when the nuthors write 
of the Transport and General Workers’

CHINESE CHURCH DAMAGED 


respondent: “I have lived in: th 
house sinco I.came to China in 1903. 
After lnst week’s bombing I told my 
wite to go to Hankew. I- went to 
Hankow Jost night and fortunately I 
did not return this morning.” - 


The correspondent. inspected the 
house and found that plaster was 
brought down and window. frames 
were pushed out. A-ten foot square 
of plaster. covered the desk where 
\Professor Glatzer sald he might have 
been working, at the tine when the 
bombing took place, as it was his 
usual time to be at his desk. 


He said: “Usually there was a 
flag on top-of the reof but during 
the raids my servants lowered it, 
fearing that {t might attract atten- 
tion."

The only American property in- 
volved in the bombing was the 
Catholic Girls’ School, where part 
of the compound wall was damaged 
by a bomb. Outside the School the 
correspondent saw a house, where 
s90n there was to have been a wed- 
ding, demolished, with invitation 
cards scattered among the debris. 


CHRISTIAN GENERAL ESCAPES 


It is reliably learned that Marshal 
Feng Yurhsiang, better known as the 
Christian General, who is vice 
Chairman of the Milltary Affairs 
Commission, narrowly escaped death 
when n bomb exploded at Wuchang 
this morning only 50 feet from the 
point where he stood. 

A Central News report estimates 
that 1,100 people were killed and 
wounded in the Wuhnon cities (Wu- 
chang, Hankow and Hanyang) as a 
result of this morning's bombing, in- 
cluding five hundred victims Icilled in 
Hankow alone—United Press. 


HEAVY CASUALTIES 


Hankow, July 19. 

The total casualtics after the final 
check up must be high. Red Cross 
Society workers feverishly carried

When the 
bodies, terribly maimed, were ex- 
tricated from the heaps of wreckage, 
the younger son was etlH in the arms 
of his mother. 

Scores of thatched houses fn the 
locality were burned out dy fires set 
by the incendiary bombs, and whole 
famiiles were literally Incincrated to 
horrible death. 


REFUGEES HIT 

The greatest disaster of the day 
was at the Ningpo'Guild, which was 
used as a refugee camp. Several 
direct hits were scored on the bulld- 
Ings, killing at least two thirds of 
the 300 refugees encamped there, 

Utmost confusion reigned the 
locality immediately after the carn- 
age. Charred bodies, mixed Intric- 
ably with twisted and burned 
wreckage, presented a horrible scene 
to rescue parties who were at a Jate 
hour this evening still at work amid 
the smoldering ruins. 

Large fires at many places were 
raging at two o'clock in ‘the after- 
noon. Scores of bodies buried under 
the debris could not be extricated 
until the flames were put out. 

At Paoching Wharf along the water 
front, whole rows of buildings were 
levelled to the ground, burying with 
them at least 300 People, most of 
whom are believed to have perished, 

Ten people met death and a score 
of others received injuries at Shen- 
kimlao on Shangho Street, where 
whole blocks of houses were demo- 
Ushed. Two rows of houses at Jul- 
hing Terrace were destroyed, claim- 
Ing more .than a dozen, fatalities.

REDUCED 


Punishment Held Too 
Severe 


The sentence of two years’ hard 
labour passed on Chan Chun-shing, 
37, soy preserver, and a refugee from 
Amoy, on Monday last after he had 
been found guilty of uttering a 
forged $100 note at the Bombay 
Silk Store and possession of same, 
was reduced by Mr. Justice R. E. 
Lindscll, Acting Chief Justice, at 
the Criminal Sessions this morning. 

Addressing prisoner, His Lordship 
said: Since I sentenced you on Mon- 
dny last to two years’ hard labour, I 
huve given your case very careful 
consideration. Accepting as I do the 
likelihood that your original posses- 
sion of that $100 note was Innocent, 
that your story of fleeing to Hong- 
kong from Amoy on account of 
bombing of your premises there is 
true, I have come to the conclusion 
that the sentence I passed on you was, 
in the circumstunces of the case, 
tuo severe. . 

Your crime, though greater in de- 
gree, ls no different in essence from 
that of a persen who finds himself 
in possession of u bad 10-cent piece 
and gets rid of ft by putting it in a 
slot machine; and your deliberate 
ruse did net In fact Injure anybody 
becnuse it wns detected. Moreover, 
I have ascertnined that at the recent 
Sessions a woman, who was charged 
with possessing a forged $5 note and 
the circumstances made it clear that 
she wos a member of a gang, the 
sentence was only the same as that 
1 have passed on you. 

At the same time, you did think 
out a deliberate and wicked plan, 
which, if it had  sueceeded, would 
heavily victimise others, ond there 
is no excuse whatever that, because 
you have been victimised yourself, 
you should try and recoup your losses 
by chenting others, 

You deserve punishment not only 
as a lesson to yourself but also as a 
duterrent to other people who may 
find themselves in the same __ pos!- 
tion. In the circumstances of the 
case, I think justice would be done 
if I Mned you $250 with the  alter- 
native of six months’ hard labour on 
the charge of uttering, and dis- 
charge you with a caution on the 
eounl of possession.

Transferred To Ceylon 


Apart from thetlong  con- 
troversy over the form of oath 
to be a administered to Chinese 
witnesses, there was much evid- 
ence to show that the Supreme 
Court was not functioning as 
well as it had been originally 
hoped, and the Attorney-General 
was widely blamed by his con- 
temporaries on account of what 
was alleged to be glaring in- 
efficiency. Indeed, whether this 
indictment igs entirely true or 
not cannot be said, but at least, 
as was remarked, at the time, 
“there were two Police, Magis- 
trates and an Attorney-General, 
all well paid and certainly not 
over-worked, and yet, Session 
after Session, cases were set 
down for trial which, even with- 
out the handling of prisoners’ 
counsel, fell to pieces by their 
own inherent . weakness, and 
through some legal flaw, which 
it was said an attorney’s appren- 
tice at Home would be ashamed 
to have overlooked.” 

Consequently, in view of this 
state of affairs, when the news 
of the appointment of ‘Mr. Ster- 
ling to a Puisne Judgeship in 
Ceylon. was -received:- in the 
Colony in late October 1855, few, 
if any, of the community show- 
ed signs of regret. -In fact, the 
local opinion of him was that he 
was tolerated but not liked, nor 
“gonerally esteemed for forensic 
powers.” The press announce- 
ment of the day was succinct in 
its summary: “Both the Iearn- 
ed gentleman and the community 
were congratulated on his re- 
moval to a newer and richer field 
of inaction, and as for the Ceylon 
folks, in the words of Burns—

wane up the stecp Neld-cdge 
to Hanghigh Wood, I saw a Jarge 
cat sitting at the edge of the trees. 
Immediately I stood still. 

It saw me a moment afterwards, 
gave a swift, crouching stare; turned 
belly-low; was gone’ among the 
nettles. Its face was broad, its 
whiskers long, {ts eyes were yellow 
with intense, coneentrated scrutiny. 
It was wild. 

A tamo cat has some hours or 
periods of relaxation, when its cycs 
can dream, or unfocus from the 
movements of life about it. The

Arrive at Elysee 


Thelr Majesties arrived at the 
Elysee at 8 p.m., and the Band of 
the Republican Guard played the 
National Anthem os M. and Mme. 
Lebrun welcomed the Royal couple 
in the vestibule. 

M. Lebrun presented the Ladies of 
his household and afterwards pre- 
sented the guests, Presentatioris 
completed, President Lebrun and the 
Queen and King George and Mme. 
Lebrun Ied the way to the dining 
hall. 

President Lebrun, in his speech 
after dinner, expressed the sincere 
joy of France at greeting the 
Sovereigns of a nation which was 
their frlend, and expressed sorrow 
at the circumstances which led to 
the postponement of the journcy. 

During his speech, President 
Lebrun said: 

“Born of leng tradition, confirmed 
by constant contact, thoughts and 
efforts consecrated by the hardest 
trinIs, and inspired by the same fdcals 
of Mberty and peace, the friendship 
which unites our two countrics has 
acquired, in the course of Its develop- 
ment, strength, which alone can be 
given by the same conception of 
human values, to face the different 
problems of national and interna- 
tlonal life in generous spirit and 
understanding.

In so far as the 800 m. distance fs 
concerned, Nurmi does not wish to 
be taken ns nasbolute authority, but 
“according to my clear conviction, 
the world record for this distance is 
the weakest in the tables. Cunning- 
hum's 1.49.7 docs not belong to the 
best running performances, and 1 
also do not consider Woodrull's un- 
recognised 1.47.8 as a highest poad 
ble score” 

WRONG TACTICS 

According to Nurmt the world’s 
record must Me below 1.45 in order 
to be of true class, “and when some 


day a runner will come—and it will | 


not tuke so very long—who con run 
this distance with full tacties (1 take 
this to mean proper form) then the 
record will slide down tu 1.42.

Hankow, July 20. 

Severe fighting is progressing 
on the south bank of the Yangtse 
River near Lion Hill; where tho 
Chinese are battling desperately 
in terrific heat to halt the 
Japanese advance. 

Despite support from more‘than 20 
funbonts ‘which poured, a steady 
stream of lead Into the Chinese lines, 
the Chinese claim that the Japanese 
have falled to make much progress 
during the past 24 hours. : 

According to a Chinese military 
communique a flotilla of 46 Japanese 
warships, wccompanicd by over ten 
motor luunches, dropped anchor at 
Yanchiawan, at the neck of Poyang 
Late, with the intentton of landing 
men on the north bank of the Yang- 
tse, but the Chinese shore batterics 
opened up such an intensive fire that 
the warships were: forced to retire 
without accomplishing their purpose. 
—Reuter. ‘; 

HOPE] TOWNS RECAPTURED 

BY GUERILLAS 
Hankeow, July 20. 

Loting, one of the most prosperous 
districts on the Luan River In Hopel 
Province, has been retaken by Chi- 


nese guerillas, according to a Tientsin I 


message, 

After regaining the city, the 
guerillas are now pressing on Changli 
on the Peiplng-Liaoning Railway, 
220 kilometres cast of Tientsin. 

Yihsien, important town on the 
Jisin-Y¥1 branch Une of the Peiping- 
Hankow Reilway, was re-occupicd 
by other Chinese guerilla units in a 
night attack on the same day. The 
Yihsten station was also raided. The 
station building and sections of raila 
wert destroyed. The guerillas ure 
pushing toward Laishul, 10  Icilo- 
metres east of Yihsien. 

Meanwhile, heavy fighting is re- 
ported ty be proceeding between 
sueriflag and Japanese troops on the 
Hopei-Shansi border.—Centrat News,

The new agreement, according to 
the paper, will double the valucs of 
trade between the ‘two countrles, 
while Germany will grant to Man- 
chukuo o eredit. amounting to Yen 
05,000,000. 

Under this new agreement, Ger- 
many wilt increase her annual pur- 
choses of soya beans and of other 
Manchuluo products from Yen10,- 
000,000 to Yen 20,000,000, while 
Manchukuo’s annual purchases of 
machines and of other goods from 
Germany will be. Incrensed from 
Yen25,000,000 to Yen60,000,000, 

The paper aiso understonds that 
separate trade agreements will be 
concluded between Germany and 
Japan.—Domet,

Japan Dissatisfied. 
With. Steps Taken 
To Stop Terrorism 


‘Shanghai, July .20. 

Despite the new omergency 
proclamation of the Shanghai 
Counci] aiming at the. stamping 
out of widespread terrorism that 
has flourished in the Interna- 
tional Scttlement for months 
past, local Japanese aro agitating 
for still stronger action in view 
of the approach of August 18, 
anniversary of. the date of the 
outbreak of fighting in the 
Shanghai area. eile 


A statement bitterly assailing the 
Municipal Police for failure to seize 
“even o single culprit” in the July 7 
outrages has been issucd by the 
Foreign Relations Committee of the 
Japanese Residents Corporation. 


Jnupanese reports state that demands 
for more drastic measures by the 
municipal police against terrorists 
will be conveyed to the Japanese 
Consulate-General by the President 
of the Corporation for transmission to 
the Municipal Council. 


The alleged inefficiency of the 
Municipal Potlce $s ascribed in the 
statement to “lack of training’ and 
to the negligence of responsible police 
officials. —Reuter.
